mated at 35,500 today by the Na- 
tional Safety Council. 

This would represent a 1.4 per cent 
drop—or 5 human livese—from 
19°4’s all-time high of 36,000. 

L. Forney, the council’s chief 
statistician, predicated his reckoning 
for the whole of 1935 on the premise 
that a sharp downward trend evi- 
Jsenced in November would carry 
through December. 

He disclosed 3,269 persons died as 
a result of motor vehicle accidents in 
November—a surprising 12 per cent 
decrease from the 3,710 of November 
last year and the greatest slump of 
the year. 

Forney counted 32,140 deaths in 
the first 11 months of 1935—a 1 per 
e@ént reduction from the 32,468 tab-. 
ilnted in a similar 1934 period. The 
drop was registered while gasoline 
eonsumption figures indicated a 6 per 
cent increase in auto travel.

| NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


NEW MOOD WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The reassembling congress 
seems to have developed a new mood during recess. 

The most noticeable change lies in the absence of the old familiar 
anti-Roosevelt talk among democrats. When they left here a few months 
ago, it was popular for them to cuss the New Deal in private and to vote 
for it more or less regularly in p:blic. Now they seem to have run out 
of words, or else are afraid Jim Farley will hear them. 

What has come over them during the recess is apparently a recog- 
nition of the fact the election is getting near. Whatever personal views 
they hold, they know President Roosevelt’s name will be ahead of theirs 
on the same ticket in November. 

Thus it appears Mr. Roosevelt’s personal hold on this congress may 
be stronger than last session. 


CUES This chastened mood does not mean congressmen have decided 
to quit their mischievous political pranks and become docile. 

The inner cue to the situation was furnished the other day by no less 
an authority than a democratic leader of the house. He returned from 
home with the stirring announcement he was going to insist on cutting 
down the spending. Of course he added, without cracking a smile, that 
there could be no reduction in relief expenses. Of course, also, there 
would have to be the bonus, the PWA, etc., etc. 

While this statement came from one of the most conservative legis- 
lators, a more popular cue is the one offered by the incoming repub- 
lican statesman from Michigan, Mr. Main. He is bitter against spending. 
He even wants to balance the budget. But his “of course’ includes not 
only the bonus but the $26,000,000,000-a-year Townsend plan as well. 

Anti-spenders also want the tenant farm bill, which originally was a 
billion-dollar measure; the new Wagner bill, which may seek three- 
quarters of a billion for housing, and many another. 


POLITICS What it all seems to boil down to is this: 

While Mr. Roosevelt’s political power is stronger, the 
power of popular force groups (veterans, labor, Townsendite) also has 
improved. The large democratic majority in both houses apparently is 
bent on following Mr. Roosevelt in general, but expects to make a little 
personal political hay for itself on the side by also espousing the causes 
of these force groups, in varying degrees, whenever they can get away 
with it. . 

To express it specifically, the bonus will be passed almost unani- 
mously over Mr. Roosevelt’s objection; the social security act may be 
liberalized slightly as a bow to the Townsendites, but the 30-hour week 
bill probably will not pass. 

There will be hundreds of swill bills introduced solely for the pur- 
pose of getting personal publicity back home. There will be thousands 
of political speeches which can be mailed out to home-town voters under 
the franking privilege. 

In short, there will be plenty of exciting politics, and darned little 


legislation.

announcement. Latest unannounced departure was that of a bureau 
chief in the Federal Housing Administration. He was a mortgage expert 
who came down from New York to devote his life to government service.

The rival, developing Strong 
congressional connections, gradually took over the duties of the ambi- 
tious young New Yorker, who soon found himself without enough to 
keep him busy. He packed up and went back to Brooklyn to be vice

Following up Secretary Ickes’ threat to move some of his bureaus 
to Baltimore, the National Coal Commission reached an unannounced de- 
cision the other day to look around the United States for a place to do 
its commissioning. Cincinnati, Pittsburgh and Charleston, W. Va., sites 
are under consideration. 

The commission has been established temporarily in a non-govern- 
mental office building here, but was notified the other day that no office 


space for it was left in any government department. 


SUGGESTION Wherever a few democratic congressmen assemble a 

rumor is spawned that Professor Tugwell will re- 
sign. At Jeast the latest such rumors originated straight from that 
source. The congressmen apparently hope Mr. Roosevelt will hear them

1,000 of his men made prisoners, and 
1,200 badly needed rifles and six can- 
non were taken. 

Until this happened, British 
thought they had the Revolution won, 
and had ordered General Cornwallis 
and his army home! 

Few of the Hessian prisoners ever 
went home. Most remained in the 
United States to help set up the re- 
public they had fought against.

Hitler vs. ROME.—With the ex- 

° me ception of Adolf Hitler 
Mussolini. there is no man on 
earth whose self-appre- 
ciation is equal to that of Benito Mus- 
solini, the old newspaper reporter. 
Hitler, however, is an imitator who 
plagiarized all of Mussolini’s original 
ideas and once made a personal visit 
to the master to pick up some point- 
ers. 

Italians, therefore, believe that 
vanity like his may be only counter- 
feit, whereas with Mussolini it’s real. 
Mussolini and Hitler did not get along 
very well, because when two men come 
together, each admitting himself to be 
the greatest man in the world, each 
one expects a certain deference from 
the other and they are unable to let 
down their hair. So the visit lasted 
only 15 minutes, and they have been 
going separate ways ever since. 


Couldn’t Stand Hitler, couldn't 
stand Mussolini’s 


Duce’s Conceit. conceit, and 
Mussolini had 
never seen such an egotistical man in 
all his life. Mussolini at first was 
flattered by Hitler's imitation, but on 
second thought he determined to em- 
phasize the distinetion between fas- 
cism and nazism. He wanted no part- 
ners to share his racket, so to speak, 
and, anyway, Hitler wanted to take 
over Austria, which is a branch of 
Italy under present arrangements and 
represents a large investment of Ital- 
lan money. For this reason Mussolini 
has been oe gs gpm prepa to look for 
the original label and accept no sub- 
stitutes. Moreover, in view of Hitler's 
attitude toward the Jews, Mussolini 
was afraid that if he permitted the 
world to believe fascism and nazism 
were alike Italians would have to 
share the boycott. There are not 
enough Jews in Italy to constitute 
what Hitler called “the race,” and 
Mussolini is not so indifferent to 
foreign opinion as to forego the ap- 
proval and commerce of Jews and 
those who sympathize with the Jews 
of Germany.

Same Elements. spects, of course, 
the two systems 
are alike and were promoted by the 
same elements, which is to say the 
rich industrialists and patrioteers, and 
for the same purpose—to stand off 
bolshevism. It’s a popular topic 
among foreigners in Italy whether 
Mussolini surrounds himself with yes 
men of the most obvious type because 
he wants to emphasize the contrast or 
feels himself to be equal to any task 
arising at home and, therefore, ap- 
points his best men to foreign posts. 
Most picturesque of those fascisti 
who might be regarded as aspirants if 
not rivals is General Italo Balbo, who 
wears his whiskers with the jaunty 
effect of a horse tail plume on the 
helmet of a royal guardsman. 


Dino Grandi, ambassador to Lon- 
don, though less magnificent in the 
conventional sugar scoop of the diplo- 
mat, would be among the last to deny 
that he himself is a great man and a 
priceless patriot. Balbo obscured even’ 
Mussolini’s splendor when he led his 
squadron of flyers home from Chicago 
and entered Rome in triumph, nod- 
ding left and right with every whisker 
of his beard twitching in se]f-approval. 
But soon afterward he was sent to 
Libya, and he rarely comes up for 
air nowadays, although he might crash 
into print any time in campaigning 
against the British in Africa. 


No Other 
Worthy. and probably never will 
be another man worthy 
of the office of "Duce and has been 
promoting the thought among the peo- 
ple that when he dies his position 
should be occupied by his immortal 
spirit. This idea is suggested in cer- 
tain posters and placards showing an 
idealized scene in new Italy with the 
bold, brave head of Mussolini in a 
steel helmet faintly imposed against 
clouds like a vision. Nowhere does 
modesty deter Il Duce from serving 
his people as an ideal. 

They begin to admire him on their 
first day in kindergarten when their 
teachers read. to them the glorious 
story of Il Duce’s march on Rome. 
Their education is never contaminated 
with the poisonous possibility that the 
black might be a murderous racketeer 
who joined the movement in early 
days only to denounce his creditors as 
communists and have them liquidated 
by nocturnal raiders. When _ they 
grow into their teens and are ready 
for the army their teachers may ex- 
plain in a clean, wholesome way that 
certain political vices exist, such as 
democracy, but only so that they may 
recognize and resist temptation when 
it comes, 

Religious: training is not denied 
them, but never has Mussolini been 
heard to dissent from adulation of the 
Duce. After all, that would be sedi- 
tion, and Mussolini is a perfect Italian 
yielding to no man in his admiration 
for the chief.

HEALTH TALKS

Perhaps this report from a family 
up where the north begins will en- 
courage timid ones elsewhere to have 
a go at a peck of wheat. 

The first reform in our household, 
writes the real boss, was .. . after 
my husband’s operation for duo-denal 
ulcers, we sent for “Guide to Kight 
Eating” ... your monograph “Wheat 
to Eat” (readers may obtain a copy 
of the Guide for 10 cents coin or the 
Wheat monograph free on request— 
inclose stamped envelope bearing your 
address). The girls talked so much 
about wheat that we went so far 
as to buy a wheat grinder and a 
bushel of wheat. The wheat was 
dirty. After making several attempts 
to clean it, we finally found that by 
putting it between two window screens 
and using the attachment on our elec- 
tric cleaner which blows air through 
a steel tube flat and narrow at the 
end, we could air clean the wheat. 
The dust particles dropped to the 
floor and the bits of stalk we picked 
out by hand. 

We put the wheat twice through 
the grinder and then through our floor 
sieve to separate the flour from the 
husk. We use the fine flour: for all 
baking purposes and cook the rest as 
a breakfast cereal, scorning all fancy 
breakfast foods. 

The flour makes delicious muffins 
and excellent gingerbread. A whole 
wheat health pudding, steamed and 
served with a lemon sauce is all the 
Christmas pudding we shall be inter- 
ested in from now on. (Mrs. M. KR.) 

Ordinary wheat as it comes from 
the threshing machine is quite clean 
and fit to eat. If it doesn’t look 
clean enough when you are ready to 
use it, Mrs. M. R.’s way of cleaning 
it is good, or the wheat may be 
washed with cold water by running 
the water through the wheat in a 
sieve. 

Heres a smacking good recipe giv- 
en, among many other good ones, in 
Bulletin 301-R2, U. S, Department of 
Agriculture bureau of home economics 
(to which you may write for a free 
copy), Washington, D. C. 


Browned Cracked Whole Wheat 
Porridge 

Pour the hot cracked whole wheat 
porridge 
has been rinsed with cold water. When 
cold cut into thin slices and brown 
in hot fat in a frying pan. Serve 
with brown sugar sirup.

Now, for goodness sake, don’t 
write to me to find out where to get 
the hot cracked whole wheat porridge 
for making this sovereign breakfast 
dish.

VALUE OF ChIEF CROPS 
SET AT $199,038, 000 


Georgia’s Farm Income 
Greatest Since 1930, Re- 
porting Agency Says. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 27.—(P?)— 
nner, ly chief farm crops in 1935 had 
a value of $159,038,000—the greatest 
since 1930. 

The Georgia crop reporting service, 
operated co-operatively by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
the State College of Agriculture, said 
the estimated 1935 valuation of chief 
crops was greater than the $157,956,- 

for 1934, and the “greatest for 
any year since 1930. when estimated 
value reached $179,422.000, and is 137 
per cent above the 1932 figure of $67,- 
039,000, which was the record low for 
recent years. 
_“With few minor exceptions produc- 
tion of Georgia crops in 1935 showed 
increases over corresponding outturn 
of 1934,” the report said. , 
“These increases ranged from .3 per 


above last year for tobacco, with a 
number of the other crops above as 
follows: 

“Cotton and cottonseed, 9.5 per 
cent; corn, 13.3; small grains, 13.4; 
sweet potatoes, 12.5; watermelons, 
55.4; peanuts, 18.2; hay, 8.5; cowpeas, 
22.4; pecans, 9.8, and sugar cane sy- 
rup, 41.1.” 

Some of the “big money crops’ for 
1935 included: Cotton, $58,035,000; 
corn, $26,697,000; tobacco, $12,923,- 
000; peanuts, $17,674,000; cottonseed, 
$14,177; corn, $26.697.000: hay, 
$5,157,000; peaches, $4,784,000; sugar 
cane syrup, $2,199,000; sweet pota- 
toes, $6,408,000; oats, $4,233,000. 

Value of most major crops was 
slightly under 1934 figures, but to- 
bacco leaped in value from $6,107,000 
000 to $12,923,000. 


BEER, WINE TAXES 
AID CITY COFFERS 


$45,000 Collected This Year; 
Increase Is Predicted 
in 1936. 


A prosperous year in city revenues

NEW DEAL OPPOSITION 
SHOWS GAN I POLL 


29 States Against F. D. R. 
Policies, 12 Favor in Lat- 
est Returns. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Opposition 
to the New Deal, in 41 states gaining 
82 per cent over last week, stood at 
58.51 per cent today in the Literary 
Digest poll on the “acts and policies” 
of the Roosevelt administration. 


Tabulation of 987,158 ballots, the 
magazine reported, showed 29 states 
ranged against and 12—Utah and 11 
southern states—in support of the 
President’s policies. Votes favoring 
the New Deal were counted at 400,527 
against 577,631 votes opposing it. 

The 29 states which are _ voting 
against the New Deal in the latest 
tally are said to represent over 52 per 
cent of the total population of the 
country and to have given the Presi- 
dent nearly 63 per cent of the total 
vote which he received when he was 
elected. 

Nearly Complete. 

“With only seven more states to be 
heard from,” the magazine states in 
its current issue, “the 10,000,000-bal- 
lot poll is rapidly filling up the blank 
spaces in the state-by-state tally. 

“The large number of ballots tabu- 


lated reflects increased interest in the 
poll as the 1936 presidential campaign 
hits a faster beat. 

“Once again, the New Deal shows 
a loss. 

“Twelve states are showing majori- 
ties for the New Deal, while 29 are 
opposing it. But what the other seven 
States still to be heard from will reg- 
ister, and what the final vote in the 
41 already represented will be, still 
is a question. 


Seven States. 


“The seven other states yet to be 
represented include Vermont, Maine, 
Delaware, Nevada and the giants, New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 

“The 12 states voting for the ad- 
ministration are Utah, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Texas. 

“Mississippi is strongest for the 
New Deal, with a majority of 73.07 
per cent. Massachusetts is most 
strongly opposed, with an unfavorable 
percentage of 79.88 on the fairly sub- 
stantial basis of 40,583 votes.

Japs Charge Foreign Missionaries 
Are Leaders of Student Agitation 


Foes of Northern Autonomy 


Move, Meanwhile Abandon 


March on Nanking, Acceding to Importunities

TOKYO, Dee. 27.—(/)—Japan, 
through reports from consular agents, 
charged today that American and Brit- 
ish missionaries were leading student 
agitation in China against Japan. 

A government spokesman, while 
disclosing that these accusations were 
made in the reports, declined to state 
what action, if any, the government 
would take in the matter. 

Missionary participation was note- 
worthy, he commented, because in 
previous student agitation and demon- 
strations mission schools had remain- 
ed aloof. 

The schools involved were not 
named by the spokesman. Japanese 
press dispatches from China _ said, 
however, that an American: official 
of Yenching University at Peiping, 
center of the North China autonomy 
movement, was a leading instigator 
of student strikes and other manifesta- 
tions against Japan control. 

The name of this American was not 
contained in the dispatches. 


Dispatches from China during the 
current agitation named American- 
educated Chinese teachers in the va- 
rious universities as among the lead- 
ers against the North China autonomy 
movement. 

These educators, however, insisted 
that the demonstrations were spon- 
taneous. 

Opponents of the autonomy move- 
ment claim it is sponsored by the 
Japanese army and that North China 
would become “another Manchukuo.” 

Aims of the movement admittedly 
are closer co-operation with ell 


and Manchukuo and a joint drive 
against communism. 

A political council has already been 
established in Hopei- and hahar 
province and its program is semi- 
autonomous, stripping the Nanking 
government of much of its control over 
the large area. 


STUDENTS ABANDON 
MARCH ON NANKNIG 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 27.—(/)—Yield- 
ing to the importunities of a worried 
government, Chinese students called 
off today their daring “advance on 
Nanking” in a railway train they 
had seized. 

The students had commandeered the 
train here Monday and started for 
the capital, 2,000 strong, personally 
to place before government authori- 
ties their protest against the North 
China autonomy movement. 

Alarmed by Japanese reaction to 
the student agitation, the Chinese 
government sent emissaries to plead 
with the students to call off their 
“advance.” Troops were sent to 
block the train if necessary. 
Railway communications had been 
disrupted. Another student group 
in Honan province had thronged rail- 
road stations demanding free trans- 
portation to the capital. 

Scores of students were suffering 
from exposure in the cold weather. 

The students were only 75 miles 
from Nanking when their drive was 
called off. The troops had gone out 
from the capital in armored cars and 
as a further precaution a bridge was 
torn up.

“It is difficult to measure the rela- 
tive influences of the different causes 
of farm recovery, I simply wish to 
establish the fact that the AAA has 
certainly accomplished one of ite de- 
clared objects: Under it, farmers have 
increased their incomes.” 

He declared a measure of industrial 
recovery had followed farm recovery, 
and attributed “an important part of 
the general improvement” to increased 
rural buying. 

The AAA, he said, “cause more 
total consumption, and therefore cre- 
ated more employment than any other 
redistribution of the national income 
would have caused, and failure to di- 
vert more income to the farmers 
would have delayed national recov- 
ery indefinitely.”

WARMER WEATHER 
HEADS INTO MIDWEST 

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—(#)—Fresh 
billows of snow from the northwest 
tonight spread a warming blanket 
over zero-nipped areas of the nation. 

Accompanied by generally _ rising 
temperatures, it smothered most of the 
severity from the two-day frigid wave 
which brought chilblains to all but 
four—Washington, Oregon, California 
and Nevada—and caused, directly or 
indirectly, upwards of 220 fatalities 
in 28 states. 

The snow began falling with day- 
break in the Dakotas. flurried over 
Minnesota, laid fresh layers of white 
in parts of the Rocky Mountain states, 
united with eleet to give Bartlesville, 
kla., an annoying mixture. More 
snow was forecast for most of the 
Great Lakes region from Illinois and 
Wisconsin as far east as Ohio. That 
frost-bitten state could expect it by 
Saturday, the weather observers said.

be proclaimed Talmadge would have to 
decree an emergency.

Use of Surplus Funds. 

Use of 1935 surplus funds to carry 
on operations for 1936.

This won’t carry the state for more 
than 30 days. The choice of this path 
by the Governor would only postpone 
the day of reckoning. ‘Too, state of- 
ficials might not accept these funds 
from the Governor. 


Borrowing of highway funds - to 
carry on general operations. The law 
provides that if funds are borrowed 
from one state department for use in 
another, or others, they must be re- 
paid during the year in which they 
were borrowed.

URUGUAY SEVERS 
RUSSIAN RELATIONS 


Russian Minister, Staff Given 
Passports; Precautionary 
Move. 


MONTEVILCEO, Uruguay. Dec. 27. 
(P)—Uruguay, the only South Ameri- 
can nation to recognize soviet Russia, 
sharply severed diplomatic relations 
today with Moscow. 

Alexander Minkin, the Russian min- 
ister, and -sembers of his staff were 
given their passports. This country’s 
— d’affaires in Moscow was re- 
called. 


An executive decree breaking the 
relations, which was signed by Presi- 
dent Gabriel Terra and his entire cab- 
inet, set forth accusations of the Bra- 
zilian government that Montevideo 
was the headquarters of communists 
plotting throughout South America. 

The recent revolt in Brazil, it was 
charged, had a direct connection with 
Moscow. Continuance of relations with 
the soviet, the decree said, might bring 
complications to Uruguay.
